CHINESE FALLOUT 
REACHES U.S. 


Fallout from thehydrogen bomb 
exploded June 27 by China rained 
on Japan last week and reached 
the west coast of the U.S early 
Friday _ morning. Meanwhile ob- 
servers in Peking saw the nuclear 
test as a direct response to the 
latest Soviet-American summit. In 
an official statement，the Chinese 
government called the test strictly 
defensive and pledged never to be 
the first to use nuclear weapons， 


per cent of these are women. The 
new party members include intel- 
lectuals working in medical and 
technical and scientific fields, who 
have raised their political con- 
sciousness by thorough study of 
the works of Mao and Marx.

UNDERSTAND OUR ELDERS 


Many Chinese-Armericans，especially the older generation， 
have been affected deeply and personlly by the Nationalist- 
Communist conflict in China. For reasons familiar to all of 
us, the politcal climate in the United States for the past two 
decades has been such that Chinese-Americans have main- 
tained a tight lip and kept their thought to themselves. Dur- 
ing this time, there was little exchange of relevant ideas con- 
cerning Chinese-Americans as a 范 oup and an identity. 


As wein the field of journalism know so well, many com- 
Petent Chinese-American writers would rather send their ar- 
ticles to Hong Kong and Taiwan than have them published 
in their own community. Also,，many would rather wiite 
about the moon and the stars than community problems.Pub- 
lic figures were still more ttimid. When called upon to speak， 
they would either mouth some Party-line jibs or trivial 
Pleasantiies. No one seemed to have the courage to speak 
his mind. 


Looking back,， we shouldn't deride their fears and apPre- 
hensions. Many had seen the wars in China with their own 
eyes. Many had lost their loved ones and Properties during 
the turbulent years. Political intrigues had long left a bad 
taste in their mouths. The Nationlist-Communist conflict 
had forced many to become reluctant immigrants. “Our 
bodies are here,， but our hearts and minds are in Chimna”, so 
they say. Although it would be difficult for the second gen- 
eration to share this feeling, the feeling ls real. 芋 we sincere- 
ly want to create a new Political cllmate im Chinatown.… 过 
we want to bridge the generation gap, we must deal with this 
reallity-. 


Since President Nixon?s shift in his China policy，we have 
witnessed a series of events with serious effects on the senior 
members of our community. The Presldent's trips to China 
and the Soviet Union have forced our elders to reapPpraise 
the world situation. Consequently, they have a mmore realistic 


View of contemporary China，The Chinese government s 


clear stand on discouraging dual citizenship has forced many 
to re-think the problem of loyalty and commitments. Many 


wbho have travelled to China and returned were startled to :; 


find a place so changed that they can no longer blend in. 
These may be agonizing experiences to some, but we feel 
these are healthy jolts. 


We hope the ending of the cold war will help Chinese- 
Americans shed their “Tefugee syndromes” We hope the 
Senior generation could become active participants in com- 
munity affairs. However, the younger generation should also 
understand that it js indeed a traumatic period for the elders. 
The clouds over our community for decades must disperse. 
Give them a little time, patience, and love.

CHINA PRONMOTES NEW ALPHABETS 


FOR UICHURJS AND KAZAKH? 


PEKING 一 Uighurs and 开 a- 
Zakhs, minorities numbering'up to 
four million People in the western 
Province of Sinkiang，are using a 
latinized alphabet instead of their 
traditional Arabic Script in greater 
numbers，The new script being 
urged by the Chinese government 
js similar to the one which will 
eventually be used to replace tra- 
ditional Chinese characters. 

The new script has 33 letters， 
adding several vowel sounds to 
represent those unique to the two 
languages. The script was first in- 
troduced ten years ago，but was 
only slowly accepted. In a recent 
conference in Urumchi, the capital 
of Sinkiang，it was decided that 
the _ conversion of official and ad- 
Ininistrative organs to the alphabet

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WESTERN NAN AND THE PANDA 


MEN AND PANDAS, by Desmond 
and Romona Morris (N.Y.: Signet， 
1973); 255 pp.,， $1.50. 

Mem ad Panaas might better 
have been titled “Western Man 
and Pandas， for it is a_ chronicie 
of the sometimnes crazy love affair 
between Europe and America and 
the rare creature from China. 工 he 
Morrises trace the history of the 
banda from the discovery of its 
rejlative, the smaller red panda, by 
British and French in Asia up to 
the mlid-1960s，when the book 
was published in hardcover. They 
tell of the lively controversy 
among Zoologists as to the species 
and family to which the giant 
panda belongs and of the race by 
hunters to be the first to kill one. 

Though the book was published 
before the 全 ft of Hsing-Hsing and 
Ling-Ling to the U.S. by the Chi- 
nese after President Nion's visit， 
it does tell of the earlier gift of 
two pandas to the Broimx Zoo by 
Madame Chiang 开 ai-shek as thanks 
for aid given to_China by Ameri- 
cans in the 1930s. he book de- 
tails the story of each panda 
brought out of China to American 


and continental zoos. 


ODnly 80 pages are devoted to 
the anlimal itselft，and these are in 


”layman's language for the most 


part. So those Interested in a tech- 
nical study will have to look else- 
Where. 

Among the facts detailed by the 
book are that the panda comes 
from a500-mile triangle in central 
China and Tibet，Chengtu in Sze- 
chuan,being the center 位 om which 
they have been brought both to 
the West and to the zoos in China.， 
The panda has a sixth digit，actu- 
ally an enlargement of a- wrist

Various biographers have told 
how Lue worked his way 了 ast in 
easy stages, earmning his transporta- 
tion and living as he went. 工 his 
seems incredible in view of the 
fact the young lad could speak no 
English，and being a recent arrival，

JOINS CHURCH 

Lue soon struck up a friendshbip 
with ，a young fellow worker， 
Homer C. Lyman. Lyman claimed 
in later years that he was first to 
induce the new arrival to attend 
church Sunday School, Apparent- 
jy the new religion struck respon- 
sive chords within the lonely Chi- 
nese lad, thousands of milles away 
from his parents，for he soon be- 
came baptized. By October, 1876， 
he had become a member of the 
congregation of the North Adams 
First Baptist Church. Thus he 
joined the handful among the Chi- 
nese Shoemakers who embraced 
Christianity. 

In those days when the Christian 
religion was connected in many 
Chinese'" minds with Western gun- 
boats and cannons, and traditional 
thinking still prevailed among 
most Chinese，it was not an easy 
decision for any Chinese to defy 
in the 
“Westerner's Teligion.，This act 
would mean a break with tradi- 
tional practices and beliefs, and an 
acceptance of certain standards 
and mores of the West. Sometimes 
such an act could lead to social 
ostracism and isolation from one's 
fellow Chinese. Thus this move by 
young Lue Gim Gong was a major 
one shaping the future course of 
his life. 


“MOTHER FANNY” 

The Chinese lad's employment 
with C. 工 . Sampson was cut short 
when he entered the service of 
Solomon Burljingame，a farmer in 
the neighborhood and a relative of 


Anson Burlingame ( 汪 2 最 ? 


former U.S. minister to China, and 
later engaged by the Chinese Im- 
perial government to head China's 
first round-the-world diplomatic 
mission). The Burlingame family's 
unmarried daughter，EFanny Ame- 
lia，took an interest in the young 
convert and took. him into her 
home. “Mother Fanny,， as Lue 
called her，became a substitute 
mother for the teenage immigrant 
from China，and he remained in 
her employ until her death in 
9055 

While in the employ of the Bur- 
lingame family，Lue Gim Gong 
gained a working knowledge of 
reading and writing English. Being 
young and impressionable， the 
young Ian also adapted readily 
to the concepts and standards of 
middqle-class America. 

REPUBLIC 

In jlater years Lue Gim Gong 
often told visitors this story: Dur- 
ing the centennial celebration of 
the Declaration of Independence 
on July 4th，1876,， he met with a 
group of four friends，Hawk Ling

Lue Gim Gong s parents in China 
had been farmers，and from an 
early age Lue himself was exposed 
to various Chinese horticultural 
Practices、Before he _ left for Cali- 
fornia his mother taught him the 
art of pollenization， Now in the 
NewEngland countryside Lue Gim 
Gongwas to fnd his calling in life. 
His talents now had a chance to 
develop and blossom. 

EXPERIMENTING 

Experimenting with fruits，the 
budding horticulturist perfected 
an apple which ripens at least 30 
days prior to any other variety. BVy 
pollenizing a currant with 负 ape 
pollen he produced a cherry cur- 
rant as large as a cherry. It is said 
that this fruit was grown exten- 
sively in many parts of the north- 
erm U.S3. and elsewhere. He also 
produced a peach for use in green- 
houses which can be ripened as 
late as Thanksgiving. Other prod- 
ucts of his genius were a tomato 
producing large clusters of uni- 
form-sized fruit，with vines fre- 
quently 15 feet in length，and a 
salmon-colored raspberry. 

However，-not being of strong 
physical build，the rigors of New 


England winters soon broke down 


Lue Gim Gong's health. A Boston 


Specialist advised that one of Lue's 
jungs had wasted away due to comn- 
sumption，and the other was also 
affected seriously， The verdict: 
Lue Gim Gong had only a year to 
live. It was a sad young man who 
in July 1886 embarked on the 
Cizt Oo New Yozrp to return to his 
native 开 wangtung，where a family 
reunion took place on August 20. 
HOME 

By nowLue had lived more than 
half of his 27 years in America. 
It was Dowmore like home to him 
than his own birtbplace。 He be- 
carme homesick and soon left to 
returm to the U.S$. Just before he 
embarked, he received a wire from 
Malor William 再. Dumville，a son- 
in-law of Mr. Burlingame，telling 
him that Fanny Burlingame had 
Purchased five acres of land near 
Deland，Florida，The wire sum- 
moned Lue to come direct to De- 
land _ immediately upon his return 
to San Francisco. Lue arrived in 
Florida on December 11，1886. 
From then untll 1903，Lue Gim 
Gong spent every winter in FIori- 
da，returning to the North in the 
Spring:

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In the friendly climate of Flor- 
ida, so simjilar to his native 开 wang- 
tung,，Lue reached the full flower- 
ing of his creative talents. In 1888 
after Imuch experimentation he 
produced the separate distinct and 
true variety of orange which now 
bears his name，The Lue Gim 
Gong orange was the result of his 
pollenizing the Harts late and 
Mediterranean 98weet varieties， It 
is a late-ripening orange very simi- 
jar in appearance to the valencia 
+ype， 

The frulit is not only late in ma- 
turing but bas been known to 
hang on the trees two or three or 
even four years in an edible state. 
It has excellent durable qualities 


for shipping and is said to be 


marketable over a greater range of 
months in prime condition than 
any other variety. The tree is very 
resistant to the occasional visita- 
tions of Jack Frost，it being able 
to withstand temperatures about 
ten degrees colder than other vari- 
eties. 


POPULARITY 

In- 1911 the Lue Gim Gong 
orange was awarded the Wilder 
medal by the American Pomologi- 
cal Society, and the Glen St. Marys 
Nurseries Co. contracted with Lue 
to sell his finished orange trees 
grown from budwood. For many 
yearsILue Gim Gongs held a strong 
position in citrus groves in Florida 
and adjacent states。They com- 
Prised an estimated ten per cent 
of the orange trees planted in

Florida at the height of their pop- 
ularity. Today their popularity has 
waned somewhat with the devel- 
opment of newer varieties。 Ac- 
cording to the Florida Citrus 下 上 X- 
change，however，out of 598,000 
Valencia trees in the state in 1965- 
66，there were Stillyabout 18,000 
Lue Gim Gongs. 

In 1892 Lue developed the 二 ue 
Gim Gong grapefruit，which can 
stand_ more cold than other varil- 
eties。 Its leaves ripen with the 
fruit， and no matter how long the 
fruit is on the tree，it is always 
juicy and the seeds never SPprout. 
The fruits are of uniform size and 
color and never grow in clusters， 
each grapefruit being borne on 3 
Separate stem of its own. Another 
Product of Lue's wizardry was a 
Perfumed grapefruit whlich，how- 
ever，had no commercial value. 
When this fruit fully matures，its 
pleasing，heavy fragrance can Per- 
meate a large room . 

ALONE 

In May 1903 “Mother Fanny” 
died. By then Lue was a middle- 
aged bachelor，too Americanized

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to return to China and too much 
of a Chinese to be really accepted 
completely into American society.

Lue Gimn Gong accompanied 

Fanny Burlingame's body to her 
_final resting place in North Adams. 

In 1904 he journeyed once more 

to the North. After his return Lue 

lived Permanentiy on the farm in 

Florida，which by this time had 

been enlarged to 50 acres by Bur- 

lingame Purchases over the years. 

Eor the next two years he lived 

the life of a near-recluse among 

the trees and shrubs he loved， 
yisiting nearby Deland，2 久 miles 
away，only four times in 18 years. 

Miss Burlingame's heirs deeded 
the grove and home property near 

Deland to Lue Gim Gong as well 

as five Per cent of the estate， 

amounting to about 和 12,000 in 
cash. Eor the rest of his life Lue 
was to support himself through 
the sale of orange tree buds as well 
as crops harvested from his orch- 
ard.、He also developed a patent 
medicine salve for various ail- 
ments, to augment this income. 
PREY 
The years under the shelter of 
Miss Burlingame had provided Lue 
Gimn Gong security and Protec- 
tion. It pad also shielded him from 
.many of the harsh and ugly reali- 
ties of American society。、Now 
with the protective cover removed， 
Lue became the prey of greedy 
growers and unscrupulous busi- 
nessmen. 

In spite of his many discoveries 
Lue Gim Gong was never able to 
earmn enough for a comfortable liv- 
ing. He made a simple contract to 
sell budwood from his original 
orange tree Solely to the Glen St 
Marys Nurserles Co. and scrupu- 
lously lived up to this agreement- 
But this contract dd not prevent 
the Lue Gim Gong orange from 
being widely 由 sseminated without 
any return to himself whatsoever. 

In splite of this Lue Gim Gong 
remained a man of charity and 
good will toward the world. He 
did not initiate any lawsuits to re- 
cover profits and royajlties that 
legally should. have been his. Of 
course to Some this was an open 
invitation to _ take further advan- 
tage of the gentle old man. 


LONELY 

Lue's last years were lonely and 
pathetic. By the time he was in his 
SiXxties，he had been so crippled by 
falls from trees that he could bare- 
]y totter about. 卫 xcept for occa- 
Sional visitors and curiosity-seek- 
ers to hils farm,， most of the time 
he had only his Pet animals for 
company. 

In bis loneliness Lue turned in- 
creasingly to religlion for solace 
and became known to many as the 
“Christian Chinaman.” But this 
was no deterrent to his fellow 
Christians who took full advantage 
of his honesty and kimdhearted- 
ness and his crippled condition. 
Many growers at Various times 
would obtain budwood and seed- 
lings from him，and then conven- 
iently forget to pay the bil. More 
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than once People tried to steal 
grafts of Lue's plant creations-. 
Others would swindie the crippled 
old Chinese out of his annual crop， 
which comprised his major source 
of income for supporting himself 
and getting out of debt. 

Thus Lue Gim Gong was contin- 
ually in financial trouble. He had 
enlarged the Burlingames- original 
holdings to 115 acres，but found 
himself unable to meet his Pay- 
ments.。 By 1922 his land was 
thbreatened with foreclosure， It 
was only through the efforts of 
some of his friends that disposses- 
sion ,was averted. V. W. Gould, a 
Deland businessman，and Rev: 及 . 
W. TIhiot were appointedq trustees 
for Lue Gim Gong and took out a 
new mortgage on the farm for 
下 6000. Sixty $100 bonds paying 
SIX per cent and running ten years 
were 1SSsued，which were bought 
by Lue's friends all over the state. 
The income from Lue's fruit crop 
was to be used to take care of hils 
interest and principal. 

FAULTS 

After hils friends had ralllied to 
help him through this debt crisis， 
Lue sent them this message; 

“Faults II have，and mistakes 工 
have made，but my intentions and 
aims are to be honest and honor- 
able in all things or dealings，and 
my will 1s good to encourage the 
right and discourage the wrong. 革 
there are -more honorable and 
honest ways to do business，even 
in my declining age 工 am willing to 
learn them.” IThis simple state- 
ment expressed eloquentliy Lue 
Gim Gongs philosophy of life. 
Unfortunately this _ attitude was 
not reciprocated by many of those 
who had dealings with him. 

On June 3,，1925, Lue Gim Gong 
passed away quietly at the Deland 
Memorial Hospital at the age of 
65. He was buried in nearby Oak- 
dale Cemetery. The measure of hils 
life can be expressed in these 
words of his: “No one should live 
in _ this world for himself alone， 
but to do good to those who come 
after him.” 

In his lifetimne Lue Gim Gong 
certainly tried to live up to the 
Spirit of these words. 

MEMORIAL 

After Lue's death，Earl Brown， 
a friend of his at Deland，spear- 
headed a drive to erect a memorial 
to Lue Gimn Gong， But although 
Imany had profited from Lue?s 
citrus developments in his life- 
time，few were willing to Part 


with their money to perpetuate 
the memory of“dear old Lue. 
The monument was never bnuilt， 

In spite of his lonely existence 
in far-off Florida，Lue Gim Gong 
had connections with West Coast 
Chinese，for his will mentioned 
that all his interests on the Pacific 
Coast were to be inherited by his 
nephew，whom he had legally 
adopted. But surprisingly enough， 
during his lifetime he appeared to 
be _ little known by his _ fellow 
Chinese. For example, at the time 
of his death，the Chung Sai Yat 


Po, a San Francisco Chinese news- 
paper established by a group of 
Chinese Christians,，couldamoteven 
give Lue Gim Gong's correct Chi- 
nese name，nor could the paper

Be that as it may, the name Lue 
Gimn Gong rightfully belongs in 
the ranks of those who have made 
major _ contributions toward the 
Possibility of a richer and better 
life in this world. 

Lue Gimn Gong was fortunate 
that his achlievements were recog- 
nized during his lifetime，but one 
wonders just how many more such 
“Lue Gim Gongs” there weie 记 有
